Of tea is the expre£&ion heard that a 


person is psiufcUy shy. Yet in <noh an • 
iastiiEce co doabt has been raiied as to' 
ttu meclal condition of the f'lject of 
the remark. Nevertheless, it is far more 
than probable that the individual refer- 
red to was goffering from insanity jost 
as much u not more, than many per- 
sona who are living out a tortured exist- 
ence within tbe wall* cf a madhouse. 


It ia a. well known fact (hat one of 


the moat notable cymptomg of insanity 
is that which causes the perraa afflicted 
to sfanu the company of others. Loneli- 
ness is an incentive to insanity. Cou- 
finetrseDt in a solitary cell in a prison 
often breeds madness. I; is altogether 
an vuiatural mental condition which 
impels a person to avoid the society of 
humanity. No one whose condition is 
normal ever consents to such aa exist- 
ence. 


Just bow the insanity expert looks at 


shyness jg shown by the following state- 
ment, made by Dr. 6. W. Kanz of New 
York, whose wide experience mates hia 
opinion well worth considering: 


"Sbyn£<33 ia aa much a disease as scar- 


let fever. It is recognized as a symptom 
of dementia or melancholia, jnst us an 
extremely strong willed person, or one 
who is what ia termed unusually self 
assertive, is regarded by physicians as a 
possible subject for acute paresis. 


"Tbia shyness takes various forms, 


such as a midden feeling of faintaess 
and weakness on looking down from 
any extreme,height It ia present when 
a woman persists in looking under the 
bed before retiring, ultauugh she knows 
fail well that there is no man there. I 
know of cue case of a woman who, 
when she turns cat the gas, invariably 
lights a match to see if she has turned 
it completely off, and nine tiroes oat of 
ten she lights another match to see if 
she threw the first match into the coal 
scuttle or fireplace. That IB another form 
of what may be termed shyness. 


"This shyness is due to a variety of 


ctrnses. It is very often the ease that« 
system which is ran down leads to this 
condition of mind. The continual think- 
ing upon any subject, or what is termed 
brooding over a certain thing, leads to 
this. If not checked in time, melan- 
cholia results. 


"This shyness is as common to men 


as to women. Some men seem embar- 
rassed and ill at. ease when in the pres- 
ence ef women, while, on the other 
hand, it is "often noticed that the pres- 
ence of .gentlemen makes tome women 
very: ill at ease, only, in justice to tbe 
sex, it rnaat be stated thai; this very 
rarely happens. 


' 'There are many reasons for these 


facts, bnt the most common one is ill 
health. Should a person so troubled go 
TO a physician, he or she would be re- 
garded as possessing symptoms indicat- 
ing a lack of will power and approach- 
ing insanity in some form. There are 
waves of morbid shyness, jnst as there 
are wayes'of insanity. There are waves 
of certain kinds of suicide, resulting 
froia insanity. There axe waves of 
bridge jumping, killing with razors or 
knives, shooting and death by poison. 


"Many sriicidea are due to temporary 


insaaity, brought on by a variety of 
causes. One of the first symptoms is 
shyness. Persons afflicted with this 
shyness never take cp any of the sciences 
or professions or become stndents. They 
lack the will power necessary to do so. 
Where the normal mind of man over- 
comes difficulties and troubles when 
they come, the shy, retiring man seeks 
relief in snicide." 


Dr. Henry Campbell, who is tbe phy- 


sician in charge of the Northwest Lon- 
don hcspital, says that morbid shyness 
is, like other mental disorders, an exag- 
geration of an unnatural physical state. 
•It ia among women, he declares, that 
this symptom of mental disorder is most 
often seen. Lacking the physical strength 
of man in most instances, they are un- 
able to withstand the depression that 
sometimes seizes them. That depression 
pivea birth to a desire to be unobserved. 
Here is the beginning of the fit of shy- 
ness which results in unbalancing the 
mind and creating the idea thnt the 
very sight of others is an affliction to be 
avoided. 


Several New York doctors who dis- 


cussed the question at length said that 
they had noticed partir.ptarljr im 
yonngwonion whom they had been call- 
fid upon to sec that tbosn who had ex 
hibitad the greatest embarrassment in 
tbe prere:>oe of yonof; men were lucking 
in fhae niwitisi eqtiipoiBft necessary to the 
r.oriiisJ brniu. Modesty is one thing, 
they said, shyness qnite another. The 
ouo causes tbo young wcmnn to refniiu 
from action that would bring upon her 
jost criticism. Tho other is simply im- 
pelled to a course of action for which 
there is neitlior rhyme nor rpason, and 
oun thnt wily results in general clip-corn- 
fore.—Xew York Journal.

On tho other baud, we arc told und be- 
lieve that heaven is an abode of light, 
beauty and jcy located far above tha 
earth. One writer believes that heaven 
will be on a planet which will bo pre- 
pared for the saints in the last day, and 
another believec that this earth, burned 
over and purified by fire, will be tho final 
resting place of those who escape tba 
horrors of perpetual punishment iu the 
hell that has been prepared "for those 
who love sin." Cr. Whiston, the friend 
of Sit Isaac Newton and the first of the 
great race of "speculative astronomers," 
believes that heil is located on a comet 


But the most curious theory we have 


ever investigated was that advanced by 
Dr. Mortimer, author of "The Spirit of 
God as Fire." One of the several sub- 
stitutes of this remarkable book was onn 
which gave the reader to understand 
that the author believed that heaven is 
located on the inner globe of the sun. 
This substitute wan "The Globe Within 
the Son Our Heaven."

they ar* held down by trigs«rl'ke pegs, 
aud a liue run 50 yarua ur uiora to a 
hoc£0 built of boughs, \vheru the trap- 
per is secreted. 


Another carcass iR usually laid some 


hnndreda of yards distant on the samo 
or another field, where there is no net 
set. The trappers, usually two in num- 
ber, go into the bough house together 
before daylight, and when the crows be- 
gin to assemble ou the fields one of them 
goes out and walks away. The crows, 
seeing him leave, grow a little bolder 
and npproach the bait iu ones aud twos, 
bnt stop 0:3 !y long enough to get a beak- 
ful of the flesh aud fly off again. The 
carcass where there is no net set is of 
course the best patronized, bnt the trap- 
per 011 the outside mukes it his business 
to walk near enough to that to keep the 
crows from settling on it iu numbers 
and thus satisfying their hunger with- 
out going -to tha one where the net is. 
After awhile their hunger gets the bet- 
ter of their judgment or their fear, and 
they gather on the carcass whero the 
net ia This is the opportunity of the 
man in tha bough house, who, with a 
vigor', us pull on the line, springs the 
net over them. Quick work must be 
done than by the trappers, who rush up ! 
to the net, to keep the trapped crows j 
from crawling out at the ends and tho j 
front, where it is not staked fast to the 
ground. With their hands covered with 
stout bnckskin gloves, to keep the crows 
from biting and scratching them, the 
captured birds are put in bags ready to 
be carried off the field. From 40 to SO 
are frequently caught at one pull, but it 
is a rare thing to get more than two 
springs of tho net in one day. — Phila- 
delphia Record.

Spcsfciag of Longfellow, in her vol- 


ume of literary reminiscences, Mrs. 
Jane J. Fields says: 


"His kindness and love of humor car- 


ried him through many a tedious inter- 
ruption. Ho generously overlooked the 
fact of tho subterfuges to which men 
and women resorted in order to get an 
interview, and, to help them out, made 
as much of their excuses as possible. 
Speaking cue day of the persons who 
name to see him ut Nahant, he said: 
'One man, a perfect stranger, came with 
an omnibcs full of ladies. He desoend- 
ud, introduced himself; then, returning 
to the omnibus, took out nil tho ladies, 
one, two, three, four and five, with u 
little girl, and brought them in. I en- 
tertained them to tho best of my ability, 
and they staid an hour. They bad soarco- 
ly gone when a forlorn womnn in black 
camo up to mo on cbo piazza and ;isk»vi 
for u dipper of water. "Certainly," I 
replied, aud went to fetch her a glass. 
When I brought it, she said: "There is 
another woman jnst by the fence who is 
tired »nd thirsty. I will carry this to 
her." But she struck her head as eho 
passed through the window and spilled 
the water on the laazza. "Ob, what 
have I done!" she said. "If I had a 
floorcloth, I would wipe it «p," "Oh. 
no matter about the water," I said, "if 
you have not hurt yourself." Then I 
wout and brought more water for thorn 
both aud ecut them on their way re- 
freshed and rejoicing.' 


"It would be both an endless and un- 


profitable task to recall more of the cu- 
rious experiences which popularity 
brought down upon him. There is a 
passage among Mr. Fields' "notes, how- 
ever, in which hfi describes an incident 
during Longfellow's last visit to Eug- 
lai'.rt which should not be overlooked. 
Upon his arrival tbn queen scut a grace- 
ful message and invited him to Windsor 
castlo, where she received him with all 
tho honors, bnt ho told nie no foreign 
tribcta touched him deoper than the 
words of mi English hod carrier who 
ctuno up to the carriage iloor at Harrow 
nnd asked permission to tuko tho haud 
of the man who bad written the 'Voices 
of the Night.' "

Mtwt Pay the Tax Under 
Nichols Law». 


Columbus, O., Feb. 2.—A telegram 


»o the attorney general says: "In the 
United States supreme cour the Ohio 
tax cases were decided in favor of the 
litate. The opinioa was delivered by 
Chief Justice Fuller on behalf of tho 
Tnajorily of the court. Justices Field. 
Harlau, Brown and White dissented." 


Under the state law, which was as- 


lailed by the express companies, these 
companies are taxed in three forms: 
First, on their real estate; second, 
upon their gross receipts on business 
done within the state, and third, they 
are additionally assessed by a state 
board. It was the last assessment to 
which the companies took exception. 


For tho three years involved the 


state board had increased the valua- 
tion of property jn assessments under 
this law from $289,862 to 
$4,249,702. 


This increased valuation was arrived 
at by talcing the market value of the 
entire capital stock of tho express 
companies as a basis for arriving at 
the true value in money of the com- 
pany's property in Ohio. 


The chief justice did not make his 


opinion public, merely announcing 
that the decision of the court below 
had been affirmed. 


Justice White delivered the opinion 


of th« dissenting justices, 
saying: 


"The recognition of the right of taxa- 
tion exerted by the state of Ohio in 
these,cases must, if followed in other 
states, cot only reroduce the illegality 
and injustice here shown, but greatly 
increase it, as every new imposition 
will be a new levy on property already 
taxed, and result in an additional bur- 
den on interstate commerce.

People ouglit to hare the right to 


know what they eat. 
When they go to 


their grocer imd ask for maple sngar 
and tho temsaction isaiadenpou snch a 
supposition, theyotight *o get maple 
sugar. But they do not. In most cases 
diey get a concoction made wholly or in. 
part of glucoee simp. Lard is adnltcr^- 
ed with cheaper fats; pepper is adulter- 
ated with a score of things, more or less, 
including the bran, or hulls, of %vheat, 
com, oats, buckwheat and other grains 
as well as shells <uid siwdnst; ground 
coffee is raised with almost everything 
that, vrhcu. tem>c-4, will have « similar 
appearance to that of the genuine coff*!. 


Agents recently visited -10 cities raid 


villages in Connecticut laid secured 
Hampl'js of food liable; to adulteration. 
Out of 848 samples analyzed, 510 \vero 
found to bo pure, 254 adulterated ancl 
•Zi doalitfru. IB jiinsr cases tho adulter- 
ations were net injurious to healrls. But 
this is of little consequence. The people 
who pay for a pare article should get it. 
More pure food legislation is needed in 
the interest of honest dealers and niaun- 
facturers asvreil ;is for tlie benefit of the 
coastjicers. 


Fear ia one of the strangest influences 


in. htunan life. Pi-ofessor G. S- Hall of 
Clark university has been collecting 
facts concerning the fears of children. 
The fears of children, he says, are gen- 
erally created by parents. 
Professor 


Hall found that 1,701 children had 
6,546 fears, the leading ones being tho 
fe.ar of lightning and thunder, reptiles, 
strangers, the dark, death, domestic an- 
uuals, disease, wild animals, water, 
ghosts, insects, rats and mice, robbers, 
high winds, etc. 
A few of these feare 


are rational. In New Jersey no children 
were found to be afraid of high winds, 
but in the west that fear naturally leads 
all otliers. At Trenton, however, 62 
children wero fonnd who dusadwl the 
end of the world, a- fear created entirely 
by adult teaching. 
At Cambridge, 


Mass., only 155 out. of nOO boys were 
.afraid of thunderstorms, and only 230 
out of 500 girls. The iear of robbers and 
Of wild animals ia a survival, though 
robbers have not disappeared as com- 
pletely ;u» the wild animals.

"This little 
pupa," says Dr. Sharp, "is fcbnt np in 
a remarkably i-a'd, thick cocoon, and it 
has to get out. Nature bos not provided 
ic with cant-tie potash for the purpose, 
but has endowed it with a mechanism 
of complex ijerff-ctiou to accomplish tbis 
little object. On tbe front of tho bead 
it has a sharp, chisel edge, aud witb 
tbis it bas to cut through the pottery, 
contacting it-,elf to tbe utmost in tho 
posterior part of the cocoon and retain- 
ing itsOlf in this position by thu books 
on the mobile part cf the body. It is a 
condition of clastic tension in conse- 
quence of the other side of the body be- 
ing PO differently formed and immobile. 


"Therefore, releasing the hold of the 


books, tbe puna is discharged forward, 
and the cbipel piece strikes the front 
part of the cocoou. Repeating this an 
enormous number of times, a circle may 
be gradually inscribed oil tbe imido of 
the far end of tbe cocoon, which gives 
way when sufficiently weakened and 
the insect becomes free. In both tbo 
specimens tbe inside of tbe cocoou is 
about half cut through. Either r«i« is 
dona a; did result of a prolonged series 
cf wriggles or of shocks £ach as I have 
described. It is by no means improbable 
that the early part of the performance is 
carving the groove by wriggling, tbe 
latter part knocking it off by jumping 
against it. " Tbe pnpa ia tbns a most 
interesting ona to entomologists. The 
order of insects to which it belongs ap- 
pears to be somewhat tmcartain, but Dr. 
Sharp tbiuks it will prova to be au 
anomalous lepidopterons insect allied to 
trichoptera, and possibly somewhere 
near to adela.

We havu co record of jnst how the 


Puritans' Thanksgiving tables were set, 
but from contemporaneous pictures we 
can judge that there were few, if any, 
forka. each gcost being supplied v>th H 
knife. Th< y sut on benches and chests, 
ate from pewter platters, and tbo table 
was in uiogt cases literally a board 
placed on wooden horses. They had few 
chairs or tables but were plentifully 
supplied with chests containing their 
linen and wardrobes, and these served 
111 the place of rimirs. In later colonial 
times ciiairs and tables became more 
plentiful and forks were ruoro common, 
but ai! preferred to cat with their knives 
on upccuucof the dangerous, sharp, steel 
points of the two pronged forks. Tho 
table aud dis-he:: weip arranged as fol- 
lows :

GREAT GRAPE INDUSTRY. 


The Shores of L»ki- CliantanqnA Supply 


Half the Country. 


The management of the vineyard ia 


an interesting study and one which to 
be successful requires technical knowl- 
edge. Ia tbe large vineyards, as a rule, 
the owner himself gives personal super- 
vision to every detail. Sometimes u 
manager or overseer performs these du- 
ties. Ono of the largest growers in tbis 
section tells me that the most successful 
grower is tbe foreigner, who, with hi.s 
family of eight or ten, comes und leases 
or buys 25 or 50 acres of laud, each 
member of the family having bis or her 
part in tbe work to perform from spring 
tmtil pickiaft time, while tbe winter is< 
devoted to tbe umkiiiR of tho baskctf, 
Tbns no outside expenditure is incurred, 
and when the grapes are sold the pro- 
ceeds return to tbe family as tho profit 
ou the individual labor of each member. 
quite iu contrast with the large owner, 
wbo is compelled to hire help to do ea^h 
little thing in addition to buying bis 
baskets. 


Tbe, Concord grapo isiheouly variety 


of any consequence raised in this region, 
and «ome idea of tbo inagiiitude r,f tbe 
business carried on day be bad when it 
is kuowii that tne shipments for one 
year from (Jbantnnqna county alone* 
will amount, to 3,500 carload?, 3,000 
baskets of 10 pounds each in each car. 
These «re taken from tho grower by 
Gome oue of the numerous growers' as- 
sociations, wlioso business it is to find a 
uiaiket. Strange as it may (seem, it is 
nevertheless true that thrce-fonrths of 
them go to points west of Chicago, while 
the other oue-fourtb travels eastward. 


The making of baskets is an impor- 


tant item. Many factories are employed. 
The prict" ranges from 3 to 3 i<S cents per 
basket. Tbns the grower who would find 
bis business in any way profitable must, 
iu addition to tbo cost of the basket, 
realize at least 1 rent per pound for bis 
grapes, while todsiy it is a common 
thing ti Hud a ton ponnd basket on the 
retail niatket 'low Bale at 10 cents. 
Thus wo iltul that tbe ntmo-t care mnst 
be taken in the nipuagcmi'iit of a vine- 
yard to make ic profitable —Chant.iu- 
quun.

DODGE COMMENCES HIS AECTI3IKCT 


It was four o'clock when District 


Attorney Dodge commenced bis ar- 
gument and be had not concluded 
when conrt adjourned for the even- 
Ing. 
The Toledo Cmwiemal this 


morning nas the following to say of 
yesterday's work in the casa. 


Mr. Brown, attorney for Haijhes, 


wound up bis argument in the United 
Slates court at 2:50 yesterday after- 
noon, and the district attorney began 
the concluding argument in the case 
Mr. Brown spoke in all 12 or 13 hours 
and he went into every detail of the 
testimony adduced, making a strong 
fight for the defendant. In the open- 
ing part of his address the district 
attorney was taken to task by the 
court for dealing too much with gen- 
eralities and not stating what facts 
he based his arguments upon. The 
conrt wanted to know how the prose- 
cutor held that there hid been any 
misapplication, and when the cashing 
of a check was a~misapplication. 


The attorney replied that it was a 


misapplication when it ceased to be 
against actually existing value, and 
one of the circumstances in the case 
which proved this was the fact that 
when a draft came back protested 
the cashier did not cbarge it. Tbe 
argument between the court and the 
district attorney occupied almost an 
hour, and the latter began his ad-

o'clock. 
He was frequently in- 


terrupted by Mr. Browu, who ob- 
jected to his remarks, but the conrt 
told him finally that he should not 
make so many objections, as be bad 
already taken 13 Hours to present his 
side of the case.
